For twelve years he 
served as governor if Che state of 
Massachusetts, and died at Quincy, 
the town of his birth, in 1798, at 
the age of 58.

The Daily Oklahoman has been conducting a poll of its 
readers to ascertain their first choice of presidential candi­ 
dates. In last Sunday's issue it announces the result of the 
replies received up until that date and the announcement has 
some surprises. 
Of the few thousand who had voted Mr. 
Bryan stood first, Senator Owen second, and Herbert Hoover, 
third. 
Straw votes are never conclusive and are valuable only for 
purposes of speculation on what may occur later. But it is 
interesting to note that among those voting the “Peerless 
Leader" is still well in the lead. It is more interesting, per­ 
haps, to note that Senator Owen, unanimously endorsed by the 
Muskogee convention as the state's favorite son, is second 
choice in his own state when the plain people are expressing 
a choice. If such a poll were at all conclusive (which it is 
not) one might be safe in saying that Senator Owen is not 
a presidential contestant, inasmuch as he can hold only about 
one third of the vote of his own state, lf he is not considered 
more seriously among the rank and file of Oklahoma, what 
can be said of his standing in other states? 
The Hoover vote is significant when one reflects that he 
stands a good third and is far away and ahead of men like 
McAdoo and Champ Clark, both of whom have campaigned 
in Oklahoma or has stronger following in Oklahoma thqn he 
has in any other of the forty eight states. If one can gather 
any conclusion from the Oklahoma poll, it is that Herbert 
Hoover is a powerful factor in the presidential handicap. Con­ 
cerning the Bryan lead, it is well to bear in mind that at one 
time Bryan came first with all Oklahoma Democrats and that 
a poll taken a few years back would have been almost unani­ 
mous for the Nebraskan. That he has lost strength and lots 
of strength is evident.

YOU SHOULD KNOW 


“John Doe has owed me $500 for 
two years. I have given ap hope of 
payment. Am I allowed to deduct 
that amonut in making out my In­ 
come-Tax return for 1919 ?M 
The answer of the Bureau of In­ 
ternal Revenue to Questions such as 
these is, “Yes, if you have exhausted 
every reaeons hie means of coUeo- 
tion. and have charged off the debt 
in 1919 aa worthless.** 
To be aUowed aa a deduction, a 
debt must he charged off within 
the taxable year in which its worth­ 
lessness is discovered. Tile return 
must show evidence of the manner 
in which worthlessness was discov­ 
ered. Statement should 
be 
made 
that the debtor has been discharged 
in bankruptcy, or has disappeared 
leaving no property, or that the or­ 
dinary methods of collection have 
been exhausted. As stated by In­ 
come-Tax regulations, 
“Where all 
the surrounding circumstances indi­ 
cate that a debt is worthless and 
uncollectible, and that legal action 
to enforce payment woald 
in 
aU 
probability not result in the satisfac­ 
tion of execution on a Judgment, 
a showing! of these facto will be suf­ 
ficient evidence of the worthless­ 
ness of the debt for the purposes of 
deduction.1* 
Payment of an ordinary debt not

HOW OFFICERS

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—How au­ 
thorities frustrated an alleged plan 
of the I. W. W. to institute a “reign 
of terror" in the Kansas wheat fields 
last summer, was told here today in 
an address by L. T. Hussey, state 
fire marshal of Kansas, before the 
convention of the National 
Fire 
Underwriters' association. 
Evidence gathered by the authori­ 
ties indicated that between 400 and 
500 I. W. W. organisers were on 
duty in Kansas, said Mr. Hussey. 
Seventy trained men, each commis­ 
sioned a deputy state fire marshal, 
were placed in the field to upset 
their plans. The first move, the 
speaker Mid, was to intercept a let­ 
ter from the secretary of the asso­ 
ciation to en organiser at Great 
Bend, Kansas. 
“This letter gave the names of 
organisers and the locations to which 
literature could be sent for them,** 
explained Mr. Hussey. “This enabled 
treaty 221 days that is not so bad.
